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The  1967-68  Concordia  basketball  season  be¬ 
gan  on  a  high  note  as  the  Cobbers  won  three 
homecourt  victories  over  NDSU,  Morris,  and 
MSC.  However,  the  inconsistency  which  was  to 
be  characteristic  of  the  team  became  evident 
when  they  lost  the  next  three  games.  The  Cob¬ 
bers  took  second  place  in  the  St.  Cloud  Tourna¬ 
ment,  losing  only  to  highly  rated  St.  Cloud 
State.  The  Cobbers  started  slow  but  finished 
strong  in  the  MIAC  race  with  an  8-8  record, 
which  was  only  three  games  off  the  pace  set 
by  league-leading  Gustavus.  Concordia's  overall 
season  mark  was  13-13. 

Senior  Bob  Laney  closed  out  his  collegiate  ca¬ 
reer  as  Concordia's  all-time  high  scorer,  averag¬ 
ing  over  25  points  a  game.

Concordia's  Gymnastic  team  had  a  short,  successful 
season.  Senior  Al  Schmidt  led  the  Cobbers  to  victory 
over  N.D.S.U.  by  winning  the  high  bar,  the  long 
horse,  and  the  trampoline.  Also  winning  events  for 
the  Cobbers  were  freshman  Harold  Anderson  in  the 
rings  and  junior  Gordy  Isachsen  in  the  side  horse. 
Hindered  by  a  lack  of  competitors  the  Cobbers  were 
able  to  finish  only  third  in  a  triangular  at  Bemidji. 
Gaining  points  for  the  Cobbers  were  Steve  Handley 
in  the  floor  exercise;  Al  Schmidt  in  the  long  horse,  the 
high  bar,  and  the  trampoline;  Isachsen  in  the  side 
horse  and  parallel  bars;  and  Steve  Kidder  in  the  rings.
